Speaking in Caraegie ball. New York, 


recently, at the annual benefit of the 
t Andrew coffee stands, on the subject 


of centralization of capital and the in- 
equality of conditions among men in 
relation to wealth. Dr. Madison C. Pe- 
ers said: 
Until God makes all people's brains 


alike so long will there be rich and 
>oor in human society. The leveling 
>rocess would take away the stimulus 
o individual accumulation, and there- 
fore the eapiul of a community could 
not grow, but would be diminished and 
very man's share lessened; but, in 
spite of these facts, individuals among 
us are" becoming too rich and others 
jetting too poor. 
Concentration of wealth exists today 
n forms which are perilous to Amer- 
can institutions. De Tocqueville warn- 
ed as more than a century ago that the 
greatest peril in America, would arise 
'.torn plutocracy- 
It is true that nearly one-half of the 


families of the United States own the 
real estate they occupy, but it is also 
true that seven-eighths of the families 
own but one-eighth of the wealth of 
he nation. Twenty-five thousand men 
own one-half of the wealth of this 
country, and 200,000 own quite SO per 
cent of our total capital. 


One-half of the wealth produced in 


this country annually goes as a tribute 
;o 23,000 persons, and thus about one- 
lalf of our population of 77,000,000 are 
working all the time for 25,000 of their 
fellow men. 


One hundred and twenty-five fam- 


ilies in the United States have more 
money than all the other 77,000,000 
people put together. 


Just prior to the fall of the Roman 


empire the entire wealth was in the 
hands of 1,900 men. How long will it 
be if our present ratio be maintained 
ere a few hundred men will own all the 
wealth of the country? 


Twenty men in this country have it 


ia their power, by reason of the wealth 
they control, to arrive at an under- 
standing and any day they should soj 
choose could stop every wheel of com- 
merce from revolving, block every ave- 
nue of trade and strike dumb every 
electric key. 


No sensible man ought to object to 


an industrial system which allows a 
man by his genius and industry to 
make all the money he can. But we. 
do protest against accumulation by 
legalized methods of robbery by which 
a few steal what the billions earn. 


A Tip For Railway Men. 


Doubtless some of the increases in 


pay lately obtained were due to natural 
causes—the working of the law of sup 
ply and demand. The demand for la- 
bor has been unprecedented. Any man 
of intelligence and experience in rail- 
way work has been able to get employ- 
ment. Competition among employers 
for the services of wage earners has 
been very active. Under such condi- 
tions increased wages are Inevitable. 
But there is no doubt that some of the 
Increases within the last year have 
been obtained practically under duress, 
for the reason that financial interests 
have been timid, dreading the conse- 
quences of a strike. Managers have 
yielded many points not on their mer- 
its, but purely through considerations 
of expediency. But advances on such a 
basis are not likely to be permanent, 
and there is surely a limit beyond 
which they cannot go. The labor lead- 
ers are doubtless claiming credit for 
*he entire advance. For so much as 
they have been able to procure over 
and above that which would arise from 
natural causes they are entitled to n 
certain kind of credit, but if they push 
the limit too fpr they will merely cre- 
ate conditions the reaction from which 
will be harmful to their own interests. 
Up to the present time the railroads 
have yielded on the score of expedi- 
ency.—-Railway Age. 


Cheap Men. 


"If single men should live on $200 a 


year and families on $300," said Pro- 
fessor Clark as he thoughtfully turned 
his cuffs, "I am afraid that two-thirds 
of the saloons and vaudeville houses in 
Chicago would have to go out of busi- 
ness." The professor is right. Not 
only the saloons and places of amuse- 
ment, but also the art stores, the JPM 
-- 


elera, the bookstores, the bootblacks, 
the barbers, the restaurants, the tailor- 
ing establishments nnd some of the big 
department stores. Most of Uvanston 
that comes to Chicago every dny to do 
business could stay at home and mi- 
mire the stately trees of the classic 
suburb or watch the gentle ripplo of 
the wavelets on the lake. Some of 
them might wonder, too, where they 
were going to get even the $200. If we 
could nil live on nothing nnd did not 
need clothes, there would be no noort 
to raise crops or run factories. After 
we had stocked up the foreign markets 
there would be no reason why the 
American workingraan should not take 
n vacation for about two years. Then. 
If he hadn't saved up $-100, he could 
try the experiment of living on nothing 
a year.—Chicago Daily News.

protect those who serve him well. 
Peace, honor and plenty are in store 
for those who do the bidding of the 
king. 


In the citizen's dual allegiance his 


narrow self interest and his closest 


seeks to secure these objects by peace- 
ful and lawful methods. It aims to 
establish more rightful relations be- 
tween man and man.

MARCHING PLANTS. 


Several years ago attention was 


called to the fact that the eastern 
plants of American were marching 
westward across the continent, keep- 
ing step with the advance of human 
settlement, and conquering the na- 
tive plants as-they 
proceeded.

was predicted that 
in time there 


would be a return of the westward 
plants sweeping eastward and over- 
coming their .conquerors, and 
it is 


noted that the return seems already 
to have, begun. 


At present Australia presents, per- 


haps, 
the 
best 
example of 
this 


spreading and conqusring tendency 
of those plants that follow the ad- 
vance of man. The weeds that have 
found their way 
from 
Europe to 


Australia are crowding out the native 
weeds in many places, and especially 
in the more fertile lands. In seme cf 
the more rocky soils 
the 
native 


plants have the advantage in the con- 
test. 


A curious fact, brousht out by ob- 


servation in Australia, is that seme 
imported plants, 
particularly 
orna- 


mental garden varieties, cling to the 
neighborhood.of their human friends 
as if they, felt themselves to be'stran- 
gers in a strange land, needing pro- 
tection. 
Although they 
spring 
up 


vigorously within the lira-its of the 
gardeas, self-sown, year after year 
yet they never gain any footing cut- 
aide.

But the Scotch thistle 
does not 


show itself so timid. It has been in- 
troduced into both Australia and Tas- 
mania—in the 
latter 
islac-d, it is 


said, by an enthusiastic Scotchman 
who wished to se-e his national flow- 
er blooming around him on the other 
side of the earth, and it has taken 
advantage of its opportunities with- 
out-fear and without favor.

ward. This will 
be found to have 
a wonderful ef- 
fect if done care- 
fully. The brass 
chandeliers,

polishing with 
Tripoli and par- 
affin,

Gtoss, whether of windows or mir-

shaking, on the grass or on a clean. 
floor. It should be scrubbed with a new 
broom dipped in a pail of ammonia 
water or ox gall and water in the pro-

If the carpet does 
not need to come up after the sweep- 
ing, it can be wiped over with a ciotli 
wrung out frequently in clean water 
to which ammonia has been added.
